The poetry of the Daffodil is one thing; its attainment another. Between these two lies some study, much planning 
and a healthful modicum of garden work. First note down all the things that can contribute to the setting of the 
Dafhes. Cherry trees are usually in bloom then, so are some of the Apples and the misty pink of the Shadbush. 
The grass is beginning to grow lush in the meadows. In the border most of the perennial foliage is clumped out 
and showing its definite characteristics. There is color underfoot—the purple of Aubrietia, the snowy white clouds 
of Arabis, the varying pinks and whites of Phlox subulata, the blue haze of Mertensia virginica, Myosotis and the 
color range we find in Pansies and Violas. Columbines should be showing buds and the Bleeding Hearts beginning 
to hang their pink and white breeches on the wash-line of their stems. Such are a few of the colorful elements that 
keep company with the Daffodils. These must be taken into account when one visualizes the uses of Narcissi.

CORRECT DAFFODIL NOMENCLATURE 


Many of our gardening friends are under the impression that all yellow varieties are known as “Daffodils or 


Jonquils” and the white varieties as “Narcissus.” 


They are all correctly expressed by the botanical term of “Nar- 


cissus” or the English common name of “Daffodil.” However, the term of “Jonquil” applied to any but the true 
Jonquil type, listed under Division VII, is a misnomer.

They flower approximately at the same time as the Cottage and Darwin Tulips, during the month of May, ex- 
cepting in southern sections where they bloom in April. 

These aristrocrats of the Tulip family, with their immense blooms, borne on strong, stiff stems, frequently ex- 
ceeding a height of forty inches, have become, of recent years, the most sought-after of all the Tulips.

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Cottage and Hybrid Tulips 


“This old world seems young once more.” 


Cottage Tulips are varieties which have been found, for the most part, sequestered in the old cottage gardens 
of the British Isles. Hybrid Tulips are the results of crosses between the Cottage, Breeder and Darwin Tulips. 
They flower approximately at the same time as the Breeder and Darwin Tulips, during the month of May, with 
exception of the far southern section, where they bloom in April. They are often marked by long, rather pointed 


petals and thin, wiry stems. 


All the Tulips offered in our list are beautiful, presenting a great variety in form and coloring. They are prized 
for cutting because of their long stems and graceful habit, and are especially adaptable for permanent hardy flower 
borders where they should be freely planted in large clumps and in masses.

Known also as the “Foxtail Lily,” “Desert Candle” or “Giant Asphodel.” They 
are, with the exception of the variety Himalaicus, native of Turkestan. 


As the method of reproduction is very slow, the roots are collected in the 
desert country of Turkestan, far from habitation, and carried by caravan to the 
nearest shipping center whence they are brought to the great nurseries in Holland 
where they are grown until acclimatized and exported to other countries. Since 
the embargo they have been grown successfully in this country. 


The finest varieties of these garden aristocrats have now become more reason- 
ably priced. Plant a few clumps in your garden. They will give your hardy 
border character at a time of the year when flowers of the heights of the Eremuri 
are absent in your garden. 


A well grown clump of Eremuri may justly be regarded an achievement to be 
proud of. The great flower stalk, often 8 feet tall and more rises from a crowded 
tuft of long, narrow leaves, and is crowned by a flower spike 2 to 3 feet long, 
composed of closely set, bell-shaped flowers, starlike in effect, in soft tones of 
rose, yellow, salmon and white. 


To fill the great bare space left when the plants go to rest, gypsophilas may be 
planted near and kept staked until the Eremuri die down, when they may be 
allowed to fall forward in their place. Some of our clients have planted them 
most successfully on the north side of evergreens. 


CULTURE: These plants enjoy a rich soil with a mixture of sharp sand and 
well drained, sunny location. Cover top of root crown with 5 inches of soil. In 
winter a mulch of wood ashes over the crown is a safeguard, or a box may be 
filled with leaves and inverted over it.

Silies-of-the- Valley 


NO DWELLER in the country should be without a generous bed of lilies-of-the-valley. In high and in lowly 
gardens these simple, fragrant flowers have ever been among the most welcomed of the year. In early times the dried- 
off, distilled blossoms were deemed a cure for many “griefs” of the flesh, and while our faith in their potency may 
be less firm today, surely it is true that when we come unexpectedly upon the slender stems of frosted, scented bells 
hiding among the bright green leaves we receive refreshment for the mind and the spirit. 


The lily-of-the-valley is essentially a shade-loving plant. Beds should be given a northern or northwestern ex- 
posure if possible, and the most desirable soil is a rich, sandy loam. In planting, the clumps should be set about 
three inches apart and about two inches below the surface. A dressing of well-rotted manure and leaf mold in the 
autumn after leaves have died down will insure more and finer flowers in the spring. The roots of this fair flower 
are poisonous.

Lilacs require good drainage, and it is useless to try to grow them in damp or badly drained 
soil. Ground bone, a mulch of manure in the winter and good cultivation are very beneficial 
to them. They like sun and air, and for the very best results, should not be planted less than 
ten feet apart. However, they will grow well if somewhat crowded, but will not make finely 
shaped bushes. 

In regard to pruning, it is rather difficult to give instructions, as different plants require 
different treatment. It is well to remember that the blooms come on the last year’s growth, 
so that if this is pruned they will not flower. On the other hand, a thinning out of the inside 
growth to let the sun and light in, helps them greatly. 


Although lilacs transplant easily and seldom die from this procedure, it generally takes 
a year or two for them to recover, and the flowers the first season will not be large or true 
to color. 


We take the greatest care in packing to prevent drying out of the roots; nevertheless, this 
will sometimes happen. Therefore, it is well, if the roots seem dry on arrival, to place them 
in water for about half an hour before planting. After planting, a geod soaking is a great help 
to them. Later on do not water too much. If the ground becomes dry, watering is advisable, 


but be careful not to overdo it. 


November and December are the best months for transplanting lilacs.
